PHILIPPINE FOREIGN TRADE IN THE YEAR ENDING JUNE, 1915, 



In the Philippine foreign trade movement for the year ending June, 1915, 
the adverse effect of the European war was the leading factor. Imports, 
amounting to $44,479,861, declined eleven and a half million dollars, or twen- 
ty per cent below the 1914 value,arid though exports were only nominally less 
than the fifty-one million dollar total of the previous year, greatly in- 
creased production of cop *a alone saved the total, while the high price for 
sugar was the only marked war benefit in an export trade that was very gener- 
ally reduced. 

The shrinkage in imports that followed the opening of the war showed im- 
provement later and the total for the latter half of the year was materially 
larger; but since this wa coincident with increasing purchases of foreign 
rice to meet local crop shortage, the apparent trade improvement is somewhat 
discounted. Rice imports of |5, 448, 301 practically doubled those of the pre- 
vious year, which were very small following exceptionally large crops, and If 
this adverse increase of two and a half million dollars in rice is eliminated 
the decline in the general import trade for the year reaches fourteen million t 
or twenty-seven per cent. 

Though import itiO'is were subject to verj general reductions throughout, the 
exceptionally large tec million dollar iron ard steel trade of 1914 decreased 
most noticeably acd amounted to but four million in 1915. It was, however, 

fcore exclusively American than ever before,- imports from the United States 



amounting to seventy-eight per cent.

la the cotton textile trade, however, which also declined heavily in the 

early months of the r.ar and shewed a shrinkage cf approximately a million and 
a half dollars for the year, there was marked recovery and resumption of prac- 
tically normal values in the closing six months, during which period the trade 
becace even more exclusively Ascericar-, constituting over eighty per -ent of 
the total. 

The recovery in copra production from recent disasters was the striking 
feature in the export trade, with export quantities mere than double the ex- 
ceptionally 3i::=all trade of the previous year* The price, which had begun to 
decline be -ore the war, reached an exceedingly lew level in the early months 
succeeding, and, though in recent months there has been improvement, the four 
million dollar increase in the pearls total nas not been commensurate with the 
large quantity marketed. The trade followed the lines of previous years with 
the except! cc of shipments to Germany ~<hich gave place to a new Italian trade 
|if considerable importance. 
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The resumption of normal hemp production seemed indicated in ex- 
ports immediately preceding the war, but for several months thereafter 
shipments dwindled, and though approximately normal conditions have 
been resumed more recently, the quantity exported fcr the year fell be- 
low the low level of the previous year f which, combined with lower 
average price?, resulted in a decrea e of three million in value. 
British purchases, which under peace condition? are to a considerable 
extend for re-export, showed seme curtailment, while the United States, 
normally a distinctly manufacturing market for the fiber, was credited 
with larger quantities than for some time past, in the reduced trade of 
the year* 

While exports of sugar were considerably less in quantity, the crop 
of 1913-14 was to an unusually large extern; marketed prior to the end 
of June, 1914, whereas the crop of 1914-15, in consequence of a short- 
age in tonnage as well as the disposition to hold for batter prices, 
has moved out slowly, with indications of large stocks held in ware* 
house at the close of the year ending June, 1915. With war prices 
realized on exports to the end of June and with considerable quantities 
yet to come forward at. good prices, the sugar industry presents a more 
prosperous condition than even that indicated by the annual figures. 
The effect of war prices is indicated by a slightly larger value real- 
ized on the 184,060 long tons exported in 19*5, than on the 209,606 
long tons of the previous rear. The oriental competition continued 
stronger than in the first years of free trade and American shipments 
only slightly exceed half the total. 

Exports of cigars declined and though there was some recovery in 
the reduced American demand, the average was lower and the value of the 

American trade was below triat of the previous year, while the important 
oriental market was characterised by reduced buying. T^e conspicuous 
war feature in a shrinkage of half a million dollars in the leaf to- 
bacco trade was the interruption of shipments to Austria-Hungary, whi^h 
co : .m v .ry has heretofore been a heavy purchaser of Philippine leaf to- 
bacco* 

Among minor exports there was a very general reduction in values, 
with the notable exception of coconut- oil. This newest export indus- 
try continued to increase its output and exceeded in value the cigar 
trade, whi-:h has heretofore r rip Iced as a leading expert manufacturing 
industry of the islands. 

In the reduced import trade for the year the United States con- 
tinued to supply about half the total, while shipments to the United 
States increased slightly and constituted about forty- five per cent of 
the export trade.
